THAT HE HAD NOT YET RECEIVED AN OFFICIAL RESPONSE FROM 

THE DEPARTMENT, CHARGE REMINDED LWENO TO CONTACT ALSO UNCLASSIFIED

TWENTY TANZANIAN DIPLOMATIC STAFF AND FAMILY MEMBERS 
(INCLUDING ONE HOUSEMAID) IN KIGALI. HOWEVER, THERE 
WERE PROBABLY ABOUT 3,000 NON -DIPLOMATIC TANZANIANS 
SCATTERED THROUGHOUT RWANDA. IN BURUNDI, THE NUMBERS

THAT THERE WAS CALM IN BUJUMBURA, MANY IMMEDIATELY
